Hughes charged 
by SEC in huge 
securities fraud 


WASHINGTON

Securities and Exchange Commission 
today charged Howard Hughes with a 
$15 million securities fraud in the 1968 
acquisition af Air West Inc. 
The SEC said the suit filed in the U.S. 
District Court in San Francisco asks 
that Hughes, seven other individuals and 
three Hughes corporations “disgorge” 
$15 million for the alleged 
illegal 
manipulation. 
The commission alleged that Hughes 
offered to pay stockholders of Air West, 
a West Coast airline, $22 per share in 
order to gain a controlling interest. 
But the SEC said Hughes was aware 
that he would never pay the promised 
amount. 
Air 
West 
shareholders eventually 
received $8.75 for stock purchased by 
Hughes, the SEC said. 


Hughes and several of those named in 
the SEC charges were indicted by a 
federal grand jury last year on charges 
of stock manipulation in connection with 
the Air West sale. 


But the case was thrown out of court 
by a federal judge who criticized the

for

and 
insubstantial 
case. 
Hughes, who resides in the Bahamas, 
was able to avoid subpoenas in that and 
other legal actions he has been involved 
in during the past year. Air West is now 
known as Hughes Airwest. It is based in 
San Francisco.

The surplus was a sharp 
turnaround from a trade deficit 
of $210.5 million in January.

Poll claims 
people favor 
gun control 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Poll said today a 
large majority of Californians, 
including gun owners, favors 
more control and ownership 
restrictions of firearms. 
However, the poll said a 
decreasing majority would pro­ 
hibit the sale of guns through 
the mails. 
“The California Poll in its 
most recent survey finds an 
increasingly large proportion 
of people favoring a law which 
would require every one who 
owns or buys a gun of any type 
to register the gun with law 
enforcement 
agencies,” 
the 
poll said. 
The percentage favoring such 
'action has grown from 69 per 
cent in 1969 to 82 per cent 
today. 
Among 
gun 
owners, 
the 
figures went from 55 per cent in 
1969 to 73 per cent. However, 
the poll said only 65 per cent of 
the public would prohibit the 
sale of guns through the mails. 
In 1969 the figure was 80 per 
cent. 
“Decline 
in 
support 
for 
tighter mail order sales of guns 
may 
be 
attributable 
to 
a 
growing number of people who 
are fearful for their own safety 
and desiring a gun for self 
protection would feel more 
secure in doing so somewhat 
anonymously,” the poll repor­ 
ted. 


Exports in February totaled 
$8,789 billion compared with 
imports of $7-872 billion, 
Imports in February dipped 
18.2 per cent, the sharpest 
decline since the dock strike of 
January 1969 when imports fell 
a record 31 per cent. 


Government officials have 
said an increase in American 
exports could help lead the 
nation out of the recession 
because it bolsters production 
and creates jobs.

High winds piled up drifts in South Dakota, southern Minnesota 
and northwestern Iowa Schools were closed in five Minnesota 
counties and the storm reached blizzard intensity in portions of 
northwestern Minnesota 
Heavy snows fell in the mountains of southern Colorado, 
triggering snowslides and interrupting telephone service to 
Purgatory Ski Area for several hours. 
An avalanche warning was in effect for the Rocky Mountains 
today as snow continued to fall. 
Purgatory Ski Area received 30 inches of snow, bringing its total 
depth to 101 inches. Telluride Ski Area reported one foot of new 
snow and a total depth of 106 inches 
Agricultural experts also feared the heavy snows, combined 
with winds gusting to 40 miles per hour, could destroy more of 
Colorado’s newly planted winter wheat crop 
There were 35 inches of snow in Paradise. Mich, —much of it 
piled in a spring snowstorm earlier this week —but the latest 
storm brought only a dusting of snow to the northern Michigan

Unemployment claims 
drop half-a-mil I ion

The number of Americans 
getting thrown out of work in 
the recession has hit a four- 
month low, government statis­ 
tics indicate. 
The Labor Department said 
Wednesday first-time claims 
for 
u n em p lo y m en t 
compensation 
in 
mid-March 
dropped below half a million 
for the first time since Nov. 16 
The department 
said the 
number of persons receiving 
some 
form 
of 
government 
unemployment benefits rose 
two million, to 6.5 million, in 
the first week in March. 
But in an encouraging deve­ 
lopment, the number filing for 
unemployment benefits for the 
first time dropped 73,200 in the 
week ending March 
15, to 
4%, 200 
The number, closely watched 
by economists for unemploy­ 
ment trends, has declined in 
eight of the last nine weeks and 
is about half the peak reached 
in January. 
“The decline in new unem­ 
ployment claims does not mean 
fewer people are out of work,” 
said Irwin Kellner of Manufac­ 
turers 
Hanover 
Trust. 
“Rather, it indicates the rate 
at which people are not able to 
find work is slowing noticeably. 


And that's an important first 
step to arresting the overall 
rise in joblessness.”

Sheehan said that when the 
West Coast newsman notified 
ABC-News in New York of the 
offer, he personally rejected 
the deal It is ABC’s policy not 
to pay for news interviews The 
practice of paying for inter­ 
views —some news people call 
it checkbook journalism —has 
come under criticism lately 
after it was reported that CBS 


paid former Nixon adviser H 
R 
Haldeman $25,000 for a 
series of conversations and 
home movies. CBS said the 
interview was a memoir

was just fishing or was actually 
representing 
Nixon,”

Sheehan “ Besides, right now 
there 
just 
aren’t 
any 
circumstances in which we 
would pay Nixon Of course, 
five years from now he might 
do something like a memoir 
But if we paid him now, it 
would be a terrible practice.” 
Sheehan was emphatic that 
ABC-News never sought a paid 
interview with Nixon.

New techniques discover 
breast cancer earlier

proved 
detection 
techniques 
have spotted breast cancer in 2 
Mi times more women than 
expected among 88,000 who 
were examined by an experi­ 
mental network of screening 
centers. 


The 
results, 
reported 
Wednesday by the American 
Cancer Society, mean breast 
tumors are being discovered 
earlier — when they are most 
successfully treated Many of 
the cancers found last year 
normally would have turned up 
later as obvious lumps. 
By that time, some would 
have spread to other parts of 
the body, drastically reducing 
the 
chances 
of 
prolonged 
survival. 
Breast cancer is the leading 
cause of cancer death among 
A m e ric a n 
women. 
An 
estimated 89,000 will develop 
the disease this year 
and 
another 33,000 will die of breast 
cancer and its complications. 
The 27 breast-cancer detec­ 
tion centers were established 
to see if such cancers could be 
spotted earlier. Each center 
uses a manual examination by 
a doctor, a low-dose x-ray

That is 192 more 
than would have been expected 
on the basis of past history for 
women of that age who either 
find a lump themselves or their 
doctor does during a routine 
physical examination. 
A total of 270,000 women 
eventually will be screened 
over a five year period, and

Bradley 
undergoes 
surgery 


LOS ANGELES 
(UPI) 
Gen. Omar Bradley is 82. and 
blood clots are threatening his 
life. Surgeons once inserted a 
sieve in a blood vessel to stop 
one clot, and Wednesday they 
drilled a hole in his skull to 
remove another. 
Bradley, last of the five-star 
officers who commanded the 
U S military machine in World 
War 
II, came through the 
operation well Wednesday and 
was “ in excellent condition,” 
UCLA Medical Center sources 
said 
He was in surgery for more 
than an hour. The operation 
involved drilling a small hole m 
the right side of his skull to 
drain blood from a clot that 
caused a stroke March 16 The 
sources described the attack as 
“ quite a serious stroke.” 
Army doctors said earlier 
that although Bradley’s condi­ 
tion was considered serious, he 
was expected to recover with 
no impairment. 
Bradley underwent emergen­ 
cy surgery in August, 1974, for 
blood clots on his lungs. An 
umbrella-shaped 
sieve 
was 
placed in one of his blood 
vessels to prevent a large clot 
from reaching his heart, which 
could be fatal. 
Doctors said there was no 
connection between the previ­ 
ous illness and the stroke. 
Bradley is the last survivor 
of the nine five-star generals 
and admirals who held the top 
commands 
responsible 
for 
crushing German and Japanese 
forces in World War II. The 
only other Army generals to 
reach 
five-star 
rank 
—the 
highest in the U S military, 
attainable only in wartime — 
were Dwight Eisenhower, Dou­ 
glas MacArthur, George Mar­ 
shall and “ Hap” Arnold of what 
was then the Army Air Corps.

An after-E aster breakfast dish for my fam ily was one I 
learned to m ake in eighth grade cooking class — eggs ala 
goldenrod Although occasionally m ade at other tim es 
of year, it was a definite m ust following the E aster egg 
hunt. A good way to use the hard cooked eggs rem aining 
after Sunday. In both my childhood fam ily and my later 
one, we persisted in the E aster egg hunt long past the age 
of believing in the E aster bunny. Very early the children 
took over coloring of their eggs but m other hid them for 
the hunt. 
Eggs ala Goldenrod 
Make white sauce from m elted butter, flour, rnilk, salt 
and pepper or use prepared canned sauce. Dice egg 
whites in sauce. Pour hot sauce over toast and sprinkle 
with yolks, well m ashed with fork. 


Rem em bering early days in Lompoc, I think of an 
appetizer m ade for parties by my friend, Joyce Thomas. 
Her recipe: 


Hot C hestnuts 
1 can w ater chestnuts 
Soy sauce to cover 
Bacon strips, one for each chestnut 
M arinate chestnuts in soy sauce for at least four hours. 
Wrap each in a bacon strip and fasten with toothpick. 
Broil in oven until bacon is cooked to taste. Serve hot. 
May be kept w arm on hot tray. 
A tasty dip for chips is the recipe shared by R oberta 
(M rs. John J » Arnold, 521 N. Seventh St. A bowlful 
brought to the Record office disappeared fast among 
appreciative tasters. 


Chili Con Queso 
3 lge. green peppers 
4 medium onions 
1 (8oz. »can tom atoes (no juice» 
2-4 hot red peppers 
3 tsp garlic powder (optional) 
2 tsp. chili powder 
dash salt and pepper 
Velveeta cheese — 1 Va to 2 lbs. 
Grind together all but the cheese and cook together 
until soft Add the cheese and cook in double boiler until 
m elted. Cool and serve with crackers or chips. 


Two additional easy to prepare mixes for crackers or 
chips are an olive or m ushroom pate and a black olive 
and nuts mix. For the first: mix cream cheese and 
liverw urst. Blend well and add chopped mushroom s or 
black olives, according to taste 
The second: Mix canned chopped olives »black» with 
chopped nuts; add only enough mayonnaise to hold. For 
an added change, mix this mix with an egg salad mix

Cottage Cheese Rolls 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 


Vz cup lukewarm w ater 
2 cups cottage cheese 
l/4 cup sugar 
2 tsp. salt 


l/z tsp baking soda 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
4‘/4 cups flour 
Dissolve yeast in lukewarm w ater. Heat cottage 
cheese until lukewarm . Stir in sugar, salt, baking soda, 
eggs and yeast m ixture. G radually add enough flour to 
m ake a soft dough. Place in greased bowl Let rise until 
doubled, about lVa hours. 
Punch down, then turn dough onto floured surface 
Divide in 24 pieces, shaping each into a ball. Place 12 
each in two greased nine inch pans. Bake in 350 degree 
oven for 20 m inutes or until golden brown. 
While on the subject of easy to prepare food, how about 
cream ed m ushroom s over cornbread squares, thinly 
sliced ham , m arinated cherry tom atoes, scram bled eggs 
with sausage and frozen spinach souffle for a Sunday 
brunch. One m ight sta rt or end the meal with m arinated 
orange slices with grapes, topped with coconut.

What do street workers, cy­ 
clists and smokers in enclosed 
cars have in common? Too 
much carbon monoxide 
The gas comes from motor 
vehicle exhaust and a team of 
researchers from the Universi­ 
ty of Toronto found concentra­ 
tions that s o m e t i m e s 
approached hazardous levels 
along some Toronto streets, 
particularly 
for 
those who 
might have heart disease 
Using 
a 
portable 
carbon 
monoxide detector, the inves­ 
tigators 
discovered 
that 
concentrations 
of 
the 
gas 
varied considerably according 
to the traffic passing by, the 
age and condition of the cars 
and trucks, the weather and the 
place where the sample was 
taken. 
The team reported its results 
in the current issue of Archives 
of Environmental Health and 
concluded 
that 
the 
casual 
pedestrian doesn’t have much 
to worry about unless he or she 
is a persistent shopper bur­ 
dened by heavy bags. 
But the report said those who 
habitually work on city streets 
such as street repair crews, 
street cleaners, public utility 
workers, street vendors, deliv­ 
ery men and taxi and bus 
drivers are at much greater 
risk of being affected by carbon 
monoxide. 
Carbon monoxide concentra­ 
tions along busy streets ranged 
from 10 to more than 50 parts 
per 
million 
(ppm». 
United 
States standards for the regu­ 
larly exposed person set 9 ppm 
as the maximum for eight 
hours of exposure and 35 ppm 
for one hour. Canada’s limits 
are similar. 
Carbon monoxide displaces 
oxygen from the blood and 
therefore reduces the amount 
of oxygen that reaches tissue.

In 
lesser concentrations, carbon 
monoxide poisoning can affect 
judgment, exercise ability and 
can cause dizziness and head-

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -

shortages 
plaguing the world, there is 
rapidly emerging another: the 
dolphin crisis 
Roughly 10 years ago. the 
tuna industry switched from a 
hook 
and 
line 
bait 
to an 
enormous net. or purse seine 
device 
The seine, which is 
approximately 
three-quarters 
of a mile in diameter with a 
depth of 350 feet, is pulled 
together at the top like a 
handbag 
Although the tuna catch is 
p r o l i f i c . 
f i s h e r m e n 
inadvertently capture and kill 
thousands of dolphin that swim 
with the yellowfin tuna in the 
n Pacific, 
in r 
dolphin 
t r a g e d y 
attracted the attention of Stan 


Minasian of San Francisco, 
who took a leave of absence 
three years ago as a marine 
biology 
student 
at 
the 
U niversity 
of 
California. 
Berkeley, 
to 
do 
something 
about it He founded the “Save 
the Dolphin League,” with the 
purpose of alerting the public 
to the problem 
Minasian has been responsi­ 
ble for distributing material, 
including a comic book entitled 
“ Net Profit,” and he has also 
taken on the federal govern­ 
ment in a lawsuit to force 
release of a film made by the 
Marine 
Fisheries 
Service 
which 
shows 
the 
fate 
of 
dolphins caught in a tuna catch. 
The government has kept the 
film secret on grounds that 
trade 
secrets of 
the 
tuna 


industry might be jeopardized. 
The captain of the tuna boat on 
which the film was made gave 
his approval on condition that 
the film would not be released 


Minasian has been aided in 
his efforts by passage in 1972 of 
th e 
M a r i n e 
M a m m a l 
Protection Act, which made it 
illegal to kill or capture a 
porpoise without a permit The 
tuna industry was given a two- 
year period to find alternative 
methods So far they have been 
able to come up with only 
marginal improvements. 


In the meantime, the Sierra 
Club has announced its inten­ 
tion to boycott purchase of light 
meat tuna until the dolphin 
killing is “ significantly redu­ 
ced.”

being wiped out 


NEW YORK ( U P I ) - S m a l l ­ 
pox. the disease that has been 
the scourge of the world for 
centuries, soon may be nothing 
more than a tragic memory. 


Most 
medical 
authorities 
now believe that the disease 
soon will be eradicated—not 
contained, but wiped out. 


So reports Health Insurance 
News, published monthly by 
the Health Insurance Institute, 
which keeps tabs on advances 
in health science. 


The conquest of the pox is one 
of the major accomplishments 
of preventive medicine, says 
the publication. 


“Successful containment of 
outbreaks in Asia last year with 
virtually no recurrences seems 
to have convinced most of­ 
ficials” that the end is near, it 
says. 


“The 
only 
question 
now 
appears to be when this ancient 
enemy 
will 
be 
absolutely 
overcome. 


“ It depends on whom you 
ask.” 


The optimists believe small­ 
pox will be eradicated early 
this year. The more moderate 
guessers are predicting later in 
the year The pessimists say it 
will not be until 1976. 


But all agree that it is about 
to happen—and soon, says the 
publication. 


And when smallpox is con­ 
quered, says the institute, it 
will be the first disease to have 
been truly eradicated by man.

High crop yields seen 
by use of fluorescent 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (UPI) — 
Agronomists at the University 
of Missouri-Columbia are get­ 
ting double and triple normal 
crop yields by shining fluores­ 
cent lights between rows of 
plants. 
They’ve found artificial light 
already 
can 
pay 
off 
for 
hothouse vegetable growers, 
and one day the right combina­ 
tion of circumstances might 
result 
in 
outdoor 
farmers 
spending thousands of dollars 
stringing up lights in their 
fields. 
"It is practical right now 
even with present prices of 
electricity in a greenhouse, but 
not in a field because land is 
still too cheap,” says Dr. E.R. 
Graham, who is directing the 
studies. 
Graham 
explains 
farmers 
now can boost their output 
cheaper and more simply by 
just planting more land 
As 
future populations crowd in on 
farm land and bid its price up 
and up, that may not be so 
easy 
Graham has developed a 
technique to measure plants 
photosynthetic rate: the speed 
with which they grow by using 
sunlight, carbon dioxide, water 
and nutrients from the soil. 
“Photosynthetic rate is af­ 
fected greatly by the time of 
day, the sun angle, the degree 
of cloudiness, the particles in 
the air —anything that affects 
light intensity and quality,’’ 
Graham says. 
In other words, the more 
energy plants get in the form of 
sunlight, 
the 
faster 
their 
chemical engines chum and 
make them grow. 
Graham, in one of those 
simple “why-didn’t-I-thmk-of- 
that” inspirations, wired up 
rows of fluorescent lights to 
shine not over the plants, but 
beside and underneath them to 
supply light to leaves shaded by 
neighbors above them. 
“Suppose 
you’re 
growing 
tomatoes,” he says. “ In hot­ 
houses we’re seeing as much as 


300 per cent increase in yield by 
putting the lights in a row down 
in the shaded part of the glass 
house And in a greenhouse if 
you use lights on plants you can 
turn the furnace off and have 
the lights provide your heat ’ 
He has produced as much as 
350 bushels per acre of corn in 
experiments. The problem was 
that a farmer who tries to 
adapt Graham’s 
fluorescent 
lighting system would have to 
spend about $14,000 an acre. 
His photosynthesis experi­ 
ments have other important 
applications Because Graham 
c a n 
d e t e r m i n e 
t he 
photosynthetic rate at any time 
of day, he can find out how 
moisture and other factors 


speed up or slow down the 
process 
“These tests are most valua­ 
ble in studying how and when a 
farmer should irrigate,” Gra­ 
ham says. "It shows when 
plants are suffering from lack 
of moisture ” 
Because plant growth is so 
greatly affected by sunlight, 
knowing precisely how much 
light hits a field in a certain 
season would go a long way 
toward improving forecasts of 
crop production. 
“We already have everything 
but 
the 
light 
readings 
— 
humidity, 
t e m p e r a t u r e , 
rainfall, pressure That's the 
only thing the weather bureau 
people leave out,” he says

That is the word a panel of 
doctors is trying to get out in an

“ Twenty years ago it didn’t 
matter much where or by 
whom a child with cancer was 
treated since most treatments 
were not very effective.” said 
Dr. Denman Hammond, associ­ 
ate dean of the University of 
Southern California School of 
Medicine. “ Now it has begun to 
matter a great deal ” 
He said at an American 
Cancer Society seminar Tues­ 
day the best treatment is 
available at medical centers 
where teams of specialists 
work together all the time to 
fight 
pediatric 
cancer 
Hammond 
estimated

may be 100 such institutions 
although only a half dozen offer

advanced, 
experimental care. 
He estimated 80 per cent of 
the nation’s youngsters are

As any gourmet worth his ketchup will tell you. the 
best place to eat is at a truck stop cafe. After all, 
truckers spend their lives on the road; they know 
where the finest food is served. 
Even an occasional case of indigestion will not dent 
the prevailing universal opinion that if we follow the 
example of experts, whatever the field, we can’t go 
wrong 
It stands to 
reason, then, that in the area of 
personal physical maintenance, we would be eager to 
follow the examples of our doctors, the guys who 
know about our bodies 
In Lompoc, we have several shining examples to 
choose from A good many of our doctors exercise 
regularly, and most of them heartily recommend, 
even insist, that their patients do the same 
Some patients heed the advice, some don't. But the 
doctors keep right on running, swimming, walking, 
playing tennis, soccer, etc 
Doctor James Warrick, for instance, took up 
bicycle riding and jogging a couple years ago at the 
age of 46 
“There is a youth cult in our society,” he says, 
* where older people are trying to act young Which is 
not very sensible. You’ve got to learn how to grow old 
sensibly, gracefully. But you could still get old 
gracefully and not get fat and unhealthy ” 
Fat and unhealthy is a condition not limited to the 
aged, of course 
What can we do about it? What are our doctors 
doing about it? 
Read on and learn. 


“You've got to have a few vices and sins," says 
Doctor James Warrick, G.P.. popping the tab off a 
cold can of beer at home “You can’t get rid of 
everything ’’ 


Warrick, now 48, got rid of cigarettes six years ago, 
started riding a bicycle 2Mi years ago, and took up 
jogging a year later. 
Warrick’s son, Jim, a star distance runner at Cal 
Poly, inadvertently got dad into exercise Dr. Warrick 
decided one day to measure his son's resting pulse 
rate, and was shocked to find it was 40 beats per 
minute, about half of the normal person’s rate. 
“ I thought, ‘My God. maybe he’s got a heart block 
or something ’” 
Not so. Jim ’s running pals had similar low pulse 
rates 
“ I really began to see what regular, continual 
exercise could do. I was taught by a bunch of kids.” 
Warrick admits it was tough at first pushing his old 
body into new activity. But now he runs almost daily, 
up to five miles; occasionally runs a mile in eight 
minutes; has even entered a few joggers’ races. He 
also logs about 60 miles a week on his bike and plays 
some golf 
“ I don’t know if exercise, or doing anything else 
that’s going to make you live longer, is of any value if 
it doesn’t make you live a little better.” 
“ I use a bike as almost a primary means of 
transportation I kind of like it out there in the fresh 
air It gets my head a little clearer. I try to get my 
patients to ride bicycles Most of the time they just 
laugh.” 
“ I don't mean to get angry at the public, but we 
very often have patients that’ll come in and they want 
to be well, but they want to do everything they’ve done 
all their lives They want to drink, smoke, eat all they 
want. They say, ’Why don’t you make me well?’ 
That's almost their attitude. They go from one doctor, 
clinic and place to another, looking for someone that’s 
going to make them well so they can keep on doing 
these things.” 
“I think you can probably get away with eating a 
little more if you bum it up, but if you don’t it’s going 
to deposit, and you're going to have trouble.”

Braves assist Celts, 
beat Bullets at home

The Buffalo Braves have been chasing 
Boston for most cf the last three 
months, but Wednesday night they gave 
the Celtics a big break by beating 
Washington on its own court. 
Bob McAdoo scored 34 points and kept 
Washington’s Elvin Hayes from scoring 
more than 18 as the Braves became the 
first team to beat the Bullets at home 
twice this year. McAdoo and Randy 
Smith scored back-to-back baskets in 
the final 25 seconds to give the Braves a 
94-91 win. 
Should the two teams finish the season 
with identical records, Boston would 
still enjoy the bonus money, prestige 
and home court advantage in the 
playoffs awarded to the leading NBA 
squad, because it has a better record 
than 
Washington 
against opponents 
within its own division A tie is unlikely, 
however, since the two contenders will 
meet April 4 in a game which may well 
determine the final league standings. 
Phil Chenier led Washington with 21 
points while Ken Charles had 17 for the 
Braves. 
The loss by Washington coupled with 
Boston’s 113-100 victory over the New 
Orleans Jazz put the Celtics 003 ahead 
of the Bullets for the best record in the 
league Boston holds a 56-21 record while 
Washington is 55-21. 
“The Bullets are more physical,” 
McAdoo said in comparing the two 
teams, “but the Celtics have more 
expertise, and that’s the only difference 
between them.”

Parnelli abandons Ontario 


ONTARIO, Calif. (UPI) — Former race driver Parnelli Jones, head of a group 
that has managed Ontario Motor Speedway the past two years, has announced his 
group will terminate its lease with the track Monday. 


“We have lost a lot of money and the future doesn’t look any better,” said Jones, 
former Indianapolis 500 winner, who with Tony Hulman & Co. has operated the $30 
million track as the Ontario Motor Speedway Operating Company, Ltd. 
The Ontario Motor Speedway Corp., a non-profit board appointed to oversee the 
speedway operation for the bond holders, said it would take over operation of the 
financially troubled track itself if the Jones group pulls out. 


Jones’s group took control of the track April 10. 1973 after the original operator, 
Ontario Motor Speedway, Inc., quit. 
The current operators paid a past-due tax bill of about $120,000 this week, and vice 
president Jim Cook said all of OMCOC bills would be paid. 


“There is too much politics involved in the speedway,” said Jones, whose active 
participation in auto racing is now limitied to off-road events. “We have to answer 
to the non-profit board that oversees the track, to the bank that represents the bond 
holders, and to the City Council, which can tell us what we can and can’t promote.” 
The speedway, which stages the California 500, has no major races on its schedule 
until the Labor Day weekend. 


Wooden, ex-Bruin aide Crum match wits 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Coach John 
Wooden's UCLA Bruins will be facing a 
somewhat familiar rival Saturday when 
they meet the Louisville Cardinals in the 
semifinals for the NCAA basketball 
championship. 
Louisville Coach Denny Crum is a 
former Bruin and a Wooden protege. 
And when Syracuse meets Kentucky, 
its a match between a greenhorn and a 
winning veteran.

“Tell anybody not to go out and be Kip Keino the 
first week Everyone has a tendency to do that Every 
so often I catch myself pushing myself too hard. I say, 
What the hell are you doing? You’re 48 years old, 
you’re going to fall off this bicycle,’” 
“ I had a treadmill test before I started running 
Anyone over 35, probably 30, shouldn’t run without 
being cleared by an examination.” 
“ I have patients who think their kids are being 
pushed too hard (in local school athletic progranfts and 
PE classes). I push them out the door; try to instill in 
them just the opposite In general, I think it’s real 
good for the kids. The parents should get them to do 
more, rather than less,” 


Dr Glenn Skinner doesn’t like to jog “ I think it’s a 
bore.” 
But he does like soccer. He has played for Lompoc 
city team s and helped organize the local youth soccer 
league He believes that sports should be fun; that 
exercise should not be forced on anyone. 
“ I think there is too much emphasis on winning 
instead of enjoying the game ... Who cares if you win 
or lose0 If you’re satisfied with your efforts, the heck 
with 
the 
score. 
We ought to do more about 
encouraging people to engage in sports for fun. 
“ I believe in physical fitness, but I’m not terribly 
gung-ho about it; I don't push it with my patients. 
People who are overweight, to some extent, are best 
left alone. Most of them aren’t able to lose weight, 
don't have the character to do it. People have their 
vice — alcohol, smoking — and are happy with it. 
What can we do0 
“ People ought to be left alone to do what they want. 
If what they want to do is self-destructive, it’s too 
bad. Allowing yourself to get overweight is self­ 
destructive.”

His domain is the Emergency Room at the Lompoc 
Hospital He’s friendly, easy-going. Hates jogging and 
exercise. 
Yet Dr. Rod Hamer jogs regularly (tapering off 
during the winter), plays basketball and some tennis, 
lifts weights, and dashes off some calesthenics daily. 
Why? 
“ Prim arily to stay in shape But a lot of it might be 
ego A guy gets to be 40 < Hamer is 421, he says that he 
can go out and run two, three, four or five miles and 
still be standing, I think that does him some good 
“ I think the quality of life is definitely improved by 
exercise. I hate every minute of the jogging, but after 
it’s done. I’m really relaxed and happy with mvself 
“ I’m no crusader or anything But it astounds me 
when people say, ‘I don’t have the time to exercise.' 
We're talking about maybe 30 minutes a day, five 
days a week. I think you have to make time for it. A 
woman will spend three hours in a beauty salon, 
fiddling with her face and hair Then she takes off her 
clothes at a swimming pool or something, and she’s 
got a great face and head of hair, and God. .” 
“ I suggest exercise to everyone after some sort of 
checkup by a physician.” 
Hamer launched his own jogging career with a 10- 
mile race with a neighbor. 
“ We challenged each other to a race to Surf one 
Sunday morning Both of us had hangovers ... but we 
made it. He must have been about 200 yards ahead 
after about seven miles. I wanted to stop, but I 
couldn’t catch him to tell him 
“ I stress diet, non-smoking and exercise. I’m 
probably a nut along those lines. I don’t think you can 
exercise, then eat like a pig, and still stay slim Most 
people can’t especially as you get older. 
Even babies sometimes tend to be overfed, Hamer 
says. 
“ Mothers bring their infants in. Maybe they’re a 
little thin, but sound as a dollar, really healthy, but 
because their sister-in-law has a baby the sam e age 
who weighs five pounds more, they feel there’s 
something wrong with their baby.” 
“ It’s amazing how much the body can adapt to. 
When you start running, you go once around the block, 
wheezing and in pain After a while, you can go four or 
five m iles.” 
“ Exercise should be done a minimum of three times 
a week, probably a maximum of five Certain system s 
in the body benefit from the strenuous exercise, then 
by having a couple days of rest.”

His interest in sports led Hamer to co-found. along 
with Bob Coe, the Lompoc Valley Cross Country 
League for junior high school kids. 


Dr. Blake Jam ison doesn’t mind if his patients 
develop sizeable stomachs, as long as those patients 
are 
pregnant. 
Jamison 
is an obstetrician 
and 
gynecologist. 
At age 45. he stays in “ fairly good shape” by riding 
a bicycle on his daily rounds and on weekends; by 
hiking and skiing 
He advises his pregnant patients to exercise 
“ I try to get maternity patients into some kind of 
physical exercise, like walking and bike riding, 
bowling, tennis. Moderate exercise is beneficial It 
helps them get the stamina to go through labor A 
woman who is overweight and in poor physical shape 
is sometimes unusually exhausted during the course 
of labor. 
“ Probably 50 per cent of maternity patients are 
overweight, due to overindulgence It’s hard to get 
them motivated The hard-sell doesn’t work Most 
don’t want to give up the joys of sedentary, lazy life. I 
think it requires a certain amount of self-discipline.' 


Among the most eager physical fitness devotees, 
according to Dr. Barry Coughlin, cardiologist, are 
recent heart attack victims. 
Coughlin wishes there was an easier way to gain 
converts to exercise programs. 
“ Everyone 
is 
screaming 
about 
preventive 
medicine,” 
he says. 
“ Jogging and exercise 
is 
preventive medicine. But nobody will do it. For 30 
years we’ve had free diptheria shots, so what 
happens? Five years ago we had a diptheria epidemic 
in Texas. You have to consider exercise just like a 
medicine; like taking a vitamin pill.” 
At age 38, Coughlin practices a little preventive 
medicine on himself. He abandoned a heavy smoking 
habit about seven years ago (“ I was convinced that 
cigarette smoking was killing me” ). Now he plays 
tennis at least once a week, and tries to work in a 
daily brisk two-mile walk (“ It forces you to relax: it 
takes that rush away’’ ). despite his staggering load of 
work and meetings. 
Caution, stresses Coughlin, is of prime importance 
in exercise. 
“ Any time you stress yourself to maximum effort, 
it’s potentially dangerous. 
You shouldn’t stress 
yourself until you’re so worn out and out of breath that 
you just couldn't do any more. 
“ It’s important to start slowly. You don’t have to 
run out and buy a sweat suit and start jumping up and 
down. You should start out walking 
“ If you can get to the point where you walk about 
four miles in an hour and not get out of breath and 
sweaty, then you are ready to start getting into more 
sophisticated things, like handball and bike trips. 
Ideally, anyone launching an exercise program 
after a long period of inactivity should take a 
treadmill test. Coughlin gives about 200 such tests a 
year It’s a simple test which m easures whether the 
person has potential or actual heart trouble. 
Such a test is especially important for people who 
have one or more risk factors — overweight, smoking 
habit, family history of heart disease, high blood 
pressure, diabetes, high blood cholesterol 
“ A lot of times guys think because they’re young, 
they don’t have to worry about their heart. But it’s not 
only the heart. People in good physical condition get 
well from other things much faster. Surgeons love to 
operate on a guy who is an athletic guy. If someone is 
in good condition, a non-smoker, good weight and 
regular exercise, if that guy had to have a simple 
surgical procedure, his condition would dram atically 
decrease his time of recovery. It’s just amazing 
“ For those who are positive (fail) on the treadmill 
test (about 10 per cent of those tested are positive), 
often the treatment is simply to stop smoking That's 
the number one single thing we could do as a nation to 
improve our health potential. 
“ It’s important to start exercising in your 20s and 
continue on through. It’s just as important for women 
to exercise We should encourage girls into physical 
exercise and sports program s.” 
“ Why do people ignore advice? It's a m atter of 
saturation. Don’t be fat. Don’t smoke. Don’t forget 
your seat belts ... One of my first patients, a Chinese 
man in a ghetto, told me, You’re a good doctor. Only 
one problem — too many no’s .’ Everyone picks out 
what no ’ s they can 1 ive w ith ”

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
It is 9 a.m. and all hell has 
busted outside the office of the 
Secretary of Treasury. William 
Simon is scheduled for an inter­ 
view on the hour, but nobody 
can find the interviewer. 
Secretaries are dispatched as 
bloodhounds, carpet edges are 
lifted in the search, and a 
$35.000-a-year assistant puts an 
e m e r g e n c y 
c a l l 
to 
th e 
new sm an’s office w here he 
learns, with heart ready to 
burst, no one at the office has 
seen him either. Woe almighty, 
what in heaven s name will the 
Secretary think0 
R elax . 
It tu rn s out th e 
newsman is in the reception 
room all the while, twiddling 
his toes, and thumbing through 
the pages of Business Week, 
petroleum import statistics and 
other absorbing literature. A 
great sigh of relief greets the 
reporter Thank the Gods, is the 
chorus The Secretary will be 
pleased. 
The Secretary, as it happens, 
doesn’t really give that much of 
a dingle about the scribe The 
issue is punctuality, not to men­ 
tion accurate scheduling, staff 
efficiency and successful ex­ 
pectations E rrant interviewers 
can't be penalized, but a cower­ 
ing staff is less immune. 
The story is that when Bill 
Simon, 
self-proclaimed 
pain, 
cannot reach an aide for infor­ 
mation. no m atter the hour or 
circum stance, he assigns the 
hapless chap to the "Beeper 
Brigade 
a legendary arm y of 
Simonites who go through life 
w earing electro n ic devices 
which are tuned into the dem an­ 
ding Secretary’s beck and call. 
The Beeper Brigade. Simon 
says, is a myth But whether his 
people do or do not wear hom­ 
ing equipment in fact, they at 
le a st do in fancy 
If the 


Secretary is not so hardnosed 
as the tales would have it — one 
of his nicknames is William the 
Dreadful — some on his im­ 
m ediate staff believe the worst. 
E m p lo y e s f a ir ly tip to e 
around the man, secretaries 
aw ait his buzz as an alert from 
Jehovah, otherwise important 
Treasury veterans smile when 
he smiles and frown when he 
frowns. "In 15 years,” says one 
bureau m ainstay, “ I’ve never 
seen the likes of him. I think

he’s a hell of a good man, but I 
hate to go into his office,” 


The opinion is echoed at 
various points in the Treasury 
c a ta c o m b s. “ H e's a hard 
worker, b u t. . 
Or, "H e’s got 
a fine mind, but . . 
The sum 
of it is that Simon is respected 
y et d islik ed . 
And agency 
morale under his leadership has 
allegedly suffered. Says one 
d ep a rtm en t o b serv er. “ He 
works the hell out of people. He 
drives and drives and drives. 
That’s okay for him, because 
what he wants to do is make his 
mark and leave But the rest of 
us have to stay on here, 10, 20, 
30 years more. I don’t mind 
hard work, but much more of 
this 12 to 14 hour a day stuff for 
Bill and I ’ll have to retire 
early.” 


I r o n i c a l l y , th e S im o n 
ch aracteristics 
which 
most 
bitterly annoy some of his peo­ 
ple are the very ones which en­ 
courage much of his public. His 
D r e a d f u ln e s s is an in ­ 
defatigable foreman, one of the 
few in Washington who demand 
more than necessary out of tax- 
paid bureaucrats. 


In a town where civil ser­ 
vants put in seven hours on a 
good day. and have holidays un­ 
known to the rest of the coun­ 
try , the S ecretary expects 
more. And to his credit, he sets 
the example: 15-hour days, six 
days a week, and as for Sunday, 
he says, pointing to a red 
notebook under his arm , "Sun­ 
days I spend going over the ac­ 
cumulated papers.” 


It is. how ever, not ju st 
dedication to the tax-paying 
citizen that propels the 47-year- 
old Secretary through his 180- 
year-old agency activities. He 
comes by his energy honestly, 
believingly. It is a patriotic 
cause with him. 


Son of a successful silk- 
dyeing mogul who lost the 
fam ily’s first fortune in the 
G re a t 
D ep ressio n . 
Sim on 
started his professional life as, 
he says, "an unemployed guy 
with a wife, two kids and $5,000 
in debts." He hooked on with a 
Wall Street brokerage house 23 
years ago, applied himself, set 
his sig h t on h a rd -e a rn e d 
triumph if not human contact, 
and achieved it 
His $60,000 
government salary is peanuts to 


a personal fortune of about 83 
million 


His loot has extracted a 
h ig h e r 
p ric e than sw eat, 
perhaps. He adm its to being "a 
lousy father" to his seven kids, 
and close aides say his wife 
must love him dearly "because 
absence makes the heart grow 
fonder." Besides this, he has 
tended to ignore other social ex­ 
periences enroute to achieve­ 
m e n t. 
“ He 
h a s 
m a n y 
associates," says an associate, 
“ but few friends." Official 
Washington believes him dia­ 
mond hard, chilly, one-sided, 
“ a Bob McNamara without ar­ 
tillery.” 


The opinion is surely ex­ 
aggerated. Anyone with seven 
kids is a testimony to con­ 
siderable emotion. Top assis­ 
tant Jerry Parksy says he’s 
driven, sure, but soft, too: 
"When I leave town, he checks 
to make sure my family ’s okgy. 
Christm as tim e he’s down in 
the print shop, shaking hands. "

Boyish featured, sometimes 
mannered, Simon is said to 
have once advised a nonplused 
S ecre tary of S tate: “ Hey, 
H enry, your fly is open.’’ 
Nonetheless, the harsher Simon 
portrait prevails. 


As a result of this image, 
Simon has won no niche in the 
aristocracy known as Potomac 
Pals. If one doesn’t slap backs 
after hours, or pinch rumps in 
th e 
s e c r e ta r y p o o l, 
The 
E stablishm ent here is con­ 
fused. 


Thus when rumors of a fallout 
between the Secretary and the 
President began last month, 
and stories of Simon's depar-

ture circulated, few came to his 
defense Some who should know 
better are still lobbying for 
Simon’s finish, all the more 
because he’s showing signs of 
digging in 


The Secretary’s refusal to 
bow out is something of an in­ 
sight into a character difficult 
to categorize. He accepted the 


Treasury chair with a bold, 
even arrogant promise to cut 
the budget and increase taxes, 
saying 
government 
spending 
has been to blam e for the 


nation’s economic delicacy. His 
demands have been rejected, 
and he’s known to be resultant- 
ly h u m iliated — still, he 
declines to resign 


Why? Critics believe he's 
grown too fond of his private 
dining room, Secret Service 
guards, and the rare power 
which stops tra ffic , holds 
elevators and turns heads as he 
approaches. 
This, 
however, 
may be nonsense. “ As long as I 
have input, I’ll stay,” Simon in­ 
sists, ‘ and I still have input " 
Besides this, and much more 
important, Simon adds 
"My 
job isn’t finished yet I came 


h e re to do so m eth in g , to 
produce a better product in 
Treasury I think I can still do 
it.” 


This, then, is Bill Simon 
stripped down. He is possessed 
Like many Americans he spent 
much of his life reading of 
Washington and weeping; un­ 
like most, he’s gotten the oppor­ 
tunity to do something about it 
“ Big government,” he says, 
passionately, “ is not what 
m ade this country great. Free 
enterprise has." The philosophy 
is arguable, certainly, but no 
less embedded. His message is 
alm ost religious: He’d dearly 
love to print red money until 
the federal budget was balanc­ 
ed 


And what’s more: It is not 
only untrue to think individuals 
suffer when free enterprise 
profits, he says, it’s backward 
Individuals are suffering now 
because corporations rarely 
profit enough. One, he points 
out, leaning forward, smoking 
and talking at once, corporate 
profits after inflationary ad­ 
justm ents are “at an all-time 
lo w .’’ Two, 
u n d istrib u te d 
profits, which amounted to $20 
billion in 1965, “ will probably be 
minus $10 billion this year ” 
Three, and four, and five, ad in­ 
finitum Productivity is a third 
what it is in Japan, corporate 
investment is shrinking. “ It’s 
not new business taxes that are 
needed, it’s new business tax 
re lie f.” This is the Billy 
Graham of capitalism. 


Leave now0 Before he's con­ 
vinced America? No way 


And so he continues slaving 
from behind a mahogany desk 
across the street from the 
White House, a picture of Alex­ 
an d e r H am ilto n , the firs t 
Treasury Secretary on the wall 
Now an interview, now a call 
from the P resident, now a 
passel of signatures Important 
men are ushered into his office, 
and “ when they pause for a 
breath" ushered back out 


He presides over 105.000 
em ployes, he oversees such 
diverse responsibilities as U.S. 
Customs and U.S. savings bond 
s a le s , he is c h a irm an or 
member of four dozen national 
and 
international 
economic 
com mittees — and he's in such 
a hurry that once he started to 
walk out of his office without 
his shoes 


It is 7 p.m. Simon has been on 
the job for 12 hours, and is still 
c o u n t i n g t h e coi ns. His 
secretaries, weary, are quietly 
departing The pace is slowing 
down 
The r epor t er , still 
a r o u n d , 
as k s 
somebody 
"Doesn’t he ever stop to smell 
the flowers?" What0 "Never 
mind." The lights in the halls go 
low. but not in the Secretary's 
chamber.

Traffic deaths 


Thousands 
of 
Americans 
who should have been traffic 
statistics in 1974 are alive in 
1975, thanks to a variety of 
factors. 


According to a preliminary 
study by the National Safety 
Council, 
17,060 
traffic 
fatalities occurred between 
May 1 and August 31 last year, 
the 
peak 
driving 
months, 
compared with 20,630 for the 
same period in 1973, 


More than half the savings 
of lives, says the Council, can 
be 
attributed 
to 
reduced 


vehicle speeds, or about 10 
percentage points out of a 
total 17 per cent reduction. 
Even though a majority of 
drivers in a five-state sample 
taken during the study period 
weren’t complying with the 
55-mile-per-hour limit in rural 
areas, they did slow down 
from their 1973 speeds — from 
70.2 
miles-per-hour 
to 
62 
miles-per-hour. More drivers 
also were traveling at about 
the same pace on the highway, 
which produced a smoother 
traffic flow and lessened the 
possibility of accidents. 


Less travel and less night 
driving, fewer occupants per 
vehicle and greater use of 
safety belts each contributed 
two 
percentage 
points. 
“Unknown 
factors” 
added 
another two points, 
which 
would have made a total of 18. 


Unfortunately, 
a 
traffic 
fatality 
increase 
of 
one 
percentage point had to be 
subtracted from the total, 
caused by increased use of 
motorcycles and small cars 
and 
increased mileage by 
younger drivers.

Planning ahead 


Maybe what this country needs is 
another Paley report President Truman 
named a commission in the 50’s to plan 
what the country should do about scarce 
resources in 1975. Now it is 1975 and the 
scarcities 
that 
the 
commission 
predicted have punctually arrived, and 
the five big volumes of the report gather 
dust. There is no country on earth so 
fond of preparing splendid reports and 
of then Ignoring them as the USA. 
One thing the Commission foresaw for 
1975 was a global energy shortage and it 
pleaded for international preparations 
to meet it. Ho-hum, said America. 
Truman set up his 5-man Materials 
Policy Commission, January 22, 1951, 
under CBS executive William S. Paley, 
and hopefully asked for a report in “six 
to nine months.” He got it on June 23, 
1952. “I do not believe there has ever 
been attempted before such a broad and 
far-sighted appraisal of the material 
needs and resources of the US in relation 
to the needs and resources of the free 
world,” he told Congress. 
I thought about the Paley Report last 
w e^ 
because 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
president of the United Auto Workers, 
Wassily 
Leontief, 
Nobel 
laureate 
economist, and others formed a new 
group that urged more government 
planning, with an Office of National 
Economic Planning right in the White 
House and a comparable committee in 
Congress. They made an unassailable 
case for planning, I thought — “every 
individual and business plans for years 
ahead,” they said; so why not the 
government? 
The 
answer 
is 
that 
governmental planning, five year plans 
and things like that are regarded with 
suspicion. 
Are 
they 
a 
little 
un- 
American? 
The U.S. launched Mariner 10 on 
November 3, 1973, and it flew to Venus 
and then to Mercury, where it circled 
last week, and for a total of a billion 
miles. It performed magnificently and 
sent back photographs. That took years 
of planning. But planning for a thing like 
that IS one thing. Social planning and 
foreseeing energy shortages before they 
happen, that is different, and to some, 
slightly sinister. 
The Paley report had three handicaps: 
it surfaced smack in the middle of the 
Eisenhower-Stevenson 
presidential 
race; it was couched in cold war terms 
of fear of Russia, which gave it a 
transient, war-document tone; and it 
came at a time when “planning” was a 
dirty word even more so than now, 
although Truman stressed that all the 
members were respectable, private 


citizens. It never got much attention. 
CBS commentator Edward R. Murrow 
interviewed members of the Paley 
Commission and caught the spirit of the 
thing: “There never was a nation that 
consumed so much coal and steel and oil 
and copper and lumber and water and 
strange materials and everything that 
comes out of the earth,” he said “and at 
the same time gave so little thought to 
where it comes from.” “Does that sound 
familiar?” Murrow added. 
“You may get a jolt this evening to 
realize that although America is the 
land of plenty, the plenty is giving out.” 
The commission took 1950 as its base 
statistical year and looked ahead 25 
years to 1975. If President Ford were to 
set up a new commission this year it 
would set a pattern of quarter century 
surveys. More important than that, 
perhaps, 
would 
be the Woodcock- 
Leontieff idea of an ONEP to do 
continuous projections and planning (50 
Federal 
offices 
currently 
collect 
ec(HK)mic data but no single agency is 
responsible 
for 
setting appropriate 
standards ami collating the material for 
coherent national objectives.) 
Anybody can make forecasts; the fun 
is to compare them with reality when 
the time is up. The Paley commission 
repeatedly under-estimati^ the extent 
of change in America in the next 25 
years. “We will have to increase the 
output of our total energy 100 per cent in 
the next 25 years,” one commissioner 
told Murrow. Actually U.S. demand for 
oil has tripled, not doubled, and for 
electric power it has increased five 
times, not three times, as projected. 
“There’s no consumption like it 
anywhere in the world!” exclaimed 
Murrow in awe, “the US has only 10 per 
cent of the world’s population and we 
chew up half of the free world’s raw 
materials.” He said it came to 18 tons 
per capita per year. 
Actually in 1975, instead of 10 per cent 
of world population, the Zero Population 
Growth organization calculated last 
week that U.S. population now amounts 
to only 5 per cent of world population 
(213 million Americans out of 4 billion 
on earth.) And the average American 
now uses 22 tons, not 18 tons, of 
materials a year. 
“Petroleum is the great enigma of 
!uture energy supplies,” said the report. 
Even then, in 1950, the U.S. was 
consuming two-thirds of free world 
annual production, it said, and in the 
past five years “for the first time the 
Nation 
has become 
a heavy 
net 
importer.” It was imperative, the

report said, to safeguard outside oil 
sources, for global interdependence has 
come to stay. That sounds familiar, too. 
It guessed that the 1975 working force 
would be 82 millions (Actual; 93 
millions — 8.2 presently idle); gross 
national product “double” the $355 
billion of 1950 (Actual: 1821 bUlions, in 
constant dollars) 
and 
it preached 
conservation 
- 
“this 
generation’s 
responsibility to help provide for the 
next.” 
The Woodcock-Leontief group revives 
the call for advance planning; yes, for 
as much as “ 15 to 25 years.” Soothingly, 
it says that this won’t replace the 
private economy nor “the millions of 
private decisions that are made in the 
market everyday.” 
The trends that the forgotten Paley 
Report forecast in 1950 continue today, 
and will strengthen by 2000. More 
planning seems inevitable. We can’t 
continue to launch economic Mariner 
lO’s and then forget them in space. We 
need a chart and tracking system. 
That seemed obvious last week as 
(Dongress gallop^ to beat a Spring 
vacation 
deadline 
by 
enacting 
a 
staggering tax cut, loopholes and all. 
The voices of caution weren’t all 
conservative, George McGovern urged 
Congress to include public investment 
expenditures 
in 
the program, 
for 
housing, transportation, schools and 
needed services, rather than to “shovel 
out nearly |30 bdlions” in tax cuts alone. 
Economist Leon Keyserling agreed with 
this approach: he wanted a |16 billion 
tax cut (not $40 billion as incorrectly 
quoted here) plus $32 billion in increased 
Federal spending for priority programs. 
Such a mix might be desirable but would 
take time and, of course — planning.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Jewish wrath 


WASHINGTON - Sen. Charles H. 
Percy of Illinois who, prior to Gerald 
Ford’s ascendancy, dallied with the idea 
of running for President, has never been 
known as a man of exceptional daring. 
Yet not long ago, by 
speak in g 
the 
unspeakable, he set 
himself up as a kind of 
one-man laboratory to 
test reactions in this 
co u n try 
on 
the 
explosive 
issue 
of 
support for Israel. 
Returning from 
a 
three-and-a-half week 
trip to 12 Middle East 
capitals, 
he said Israel could no longer count on 
automatic support from the United 
States. He had told Israeli leaders that if 
they launched a pre-emptive strike 
against the Arab states they could not 
expect the backing of this country. 
Israel’s request for $2.5 billion in 
military aid was unrealistic and would 
have rough sledding in Congress. 
The senator did not have to wait long 
for the reaction. The Jewish community 
came down on him like a ton of bricks. A 
seasoned political reporter in Chicago 
covering a meeting Percy held with a 
Zionist group said afterward he had 
never heard such violent emotions

and 
angry 
sounded throughout the 
expressed, 
denunciations 


hall so that the senator had trouble in 
making himself heard. 
One source of the anger was a 
misleading headline 
in 
a Chicago 
newspaper 
stating 
that 
he 
had 
characterized Yasser Arafat of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as a 
“moderate.” What he had said was that 
many Palestinians regarded Arafat as a 
moderate. 
He reproached Israel for failing to 
negotiate after the 1987 war with King 
Hussein of Jordan on the fate of the 
occupied West Bank. Having held back 
for seven years, the Israelis now faced 
the necessity of negotiating with Arafat. 
This fed the flames of wrath. 
Percy professed to be astonished at 
the violence of the reaction, particularly 
since he had long been a friend of Israel 
and had spc4en repeatedly at Israel 
bond drive rallies. He explained that he 
had said the same things in Jerusalem to 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
Foreign Minister Yigal Alton and they 
had understood. 
Why shouldn’t there be the same 
freedom of expression in the United 
States? he asked. 
Some 
moderates 
in 
the Jewish 
community told Percy privately they 
understood what he was sayi^ and 
perhaps the need to say it at this time. 
But he got little or no outspoken support 
frimi any quarter and while the furor 
subsided it will not soon be forgotten. 
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Patient's rights 


Society has acknowledged the rights 
that should be accorded juvenUes and 
minorities, 
and 
now 
comes 
an 
exploration of rights of a patient in a 
hospital. Tonight directors of ^m poc 
Hospital 
District 
will consider 
a 
recommendation for the iutoption of a 
BUI of Rights for the patient. At hand as 
a model is a bUl of rights affirmed a 
couple of years ago by the board of 
trustees of the American Hospital 
Association. Most of the rights are what 
you would expect, but the closing

up the 
whole 
idea: 
“ No

catalog 
of 
rights can guarantee 
for the patient the 
kind of treatment he 
has a right to expect. 
A hospital has many 
functions to perform, 
including the preven­ 
tion and treatment of 
disease, the education of both health 
professionals and patients, and the 
conduct of clinical research. All these 
activities must be conducted with an 
overriding concern for the patient, and 
above all, the recognition of his dignity 
as a human being. Success in achieving 
this recognition assures success in the 
defense of the rif^ts of the patient.

parentheticaUy, is by this reporter.

As Secretory of State Henry Kissinger 
prepares for his next and perhaps 
crucial Middle East mission, he is 
somewhat more optimistic about the 
chances for peace.

Today, it may be 60-40 for avoiding 
another conflict. 
In light of this continuing threat, 
Percy performed a service in revealing

centering on the fate of the Jewish state. 
While there is less likelihood of another 
oil embargo because of the surpluses 
accumulated in the West, it cannot be 
ruled out. 
With the almost total 
dependence of Western Europe and 
Japan on Middle East oil, the continuing 
flow of this vital commodity will have 
the highest priority in the event of 
another war. 
As the sole friend of Israel, the United 
States is said to have made up all the 
tosses suffered in the Yom K i|^ r War 
of 
1973. 
But 
with 
the 
mass of 
sophisticated weapons from the Soviet 
Union pouring into Syria, Iraq and, more 
recently, 
Egypt, 
the 
Israelis 
are 
pressing for greater help. 
When he was 
in Jerusalem 
in 
November, Sen. Hubert Humphrey, one 
of Israel’s staunchest friends, listened 
to the urgent plea of the lewlers for a 
five-year authorization covering the $2.5 
billion in assistance. He informed them 
that two years was the outside limit and 
in a further warning he said it would be 
very difficult to get approval for the full 
amount. 
Percy found that Israeli officials have 
little understanding of how recession 
coupled with inflation and the prospect 
of a huge budgetary deficit color the 
attitude of even loyal friends of the 
beleaguered Jewish state. As demands 
pile up — $500 million for Vietnam and 
Cam bria for the balance of the current 
fiscal year with an upcoming need for 
the new year — resistance stiffens.

Dear Sir: 
I am writing protesting the mounting 
utility bills though 1 don’t suppose it will 
help me or those people who are in the 
same situation. 
I am a widowed senior citizen on a 
fixed income of less than $300.00 per 
month and it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to exist. Only this month, the 
City sent out a pamphlet on conservation 
to justify their increases. For instance, 
in Dec. 1974,3 cu. ft. water (or whatever 
the unit is) cost $3.60 and this month it 
cost $5.57 for the same amount. On the 
sewer rates — in Sept. 1974 they were 
doubled from $2.00 to $4.00 and five (5) 
months later, in February 1975, they 
were again doubled to $8.00. In April 
1973 282 kwh of electricity cost $8.31; in 
August 1974 285 kwh cost $8.94; in Feb. 
1975 283 kwh cost $11.06 and in March 
1974 274 kwh cost $10.83 which shows 
another tremendous increase. And, of 
course the 50 cents increase in refuse 
collections. Further, I do not understand 
the fuel cost adjustment from July 1973 
of 1 cent to $1.06 in March 1975. With all 
the increases, why is an adjustment 
necessary. In addition to utilities one 
has to pay for food, housing, upkeep, 
insurance, etc. all on less than I^.CiO. 
So much for the enormous increases 
placed 
on 
the 
citizens 
of 
this 
community. 
I heartily agree the Mayor should be 
elected by the populace. I, also, think 
the City Administrator should be an 
elected official. I believe the city could 
do much better for the people if he were 
also elected.
